DETAILED ACTION 

This is a Supplement Office action of Allowance to make corrections. Claim 42, 
as set forth in the entered Rule 312 amendment of 10/08/2009 has been cancelled. 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

Claims 1-9, 13-26, 43-47, 50, 59-60 have been found to be allowable over the 
prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are novel over the closet prior art. The closest prior art is US 
6,090,895 to Mao etal. 

Mao et al. teaches a crosslinked ion conductive membranes containing H 2 N-S0 2 - 
(CF 2 ) 4 — SO2-NH2 (col.4, lines 57-60). 

However, neither Mao et al. nor any of the prior art of record specifically teaches 
or suggests an aromatic heterocyclic group substituted with fluorinated sulfonamide 
groups as per applicant claims. Therefore, the claims are novel.
